This paper is submitted in response to the Restriction Requirement and Species 
Election dated September 18, 2002. 

The above provisional elections are being made WITH TRAVERSE, Applicant 
respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the requirement for election in light 
of the arguments set forth below. 

The Examiner has also entered another Species Election Requirement and required 
the election of a single species. Applicant provisionally elects the single species of GROUP 
IX: Figure 18. 

As required by the Examiner, the Applicant has set forth a listing of all claims 
readable on the elected species: 

Claims: 53-59,61,63, 65,73-74,77,80,81, 85,90-94. 

Applicant hereby provisionally elects claims 53-59, 61, 63, 65, 73-74, 77, 80, 81, 85, 
90- 94 for continued examination. 
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As set forth in the specification. Applicant disagrees with the Examiner that no 
generic claims exist. A cursory review of the specification shows that a genus lens exists 
with certain species thereof By way of illustration, but not limitation see page 42 of the 
specification, line 3. "The modified lens 50 illustrated in figure 9 is identical to the lens of 
figures 1-8 except that..." Again, see page 44 of the specification, beginning on line 7, 
"Except as noted below, the modified intraocular lenses of figures 16-20 are identical to the 
lens 32 of figures 1-8..." Again, see page 46 of the specification, beginning on line 46, "The 
modified intraocular lens 150 illustrated in figures 22-24 comprises a lens body 52 proper 
identical to that of figures 1-8..." Independent claims 53 and 90 read on each of the above 
species, and all of species I-XXXIX. Independent claim 85 reads on species:
